Council sets stage 
for new city office 


Renovation work on a new city ad­ 
ministration building can begin as soon 
as Washington C H. City M anager 
George Shapter signs contracts with 
the low bidders on the project. 
The Washington C H. City Council 
passed an ordinance Wednesday night 
authorizing Shapter to sign the con­ 
tracts which amount to over $175,000 to 
renovate the building located at 215 E. 
Market St. 
Once 
the 
construction 
work 
is 
completed—som etime after the first of 
the year—the city will have its first 
perm anent municipal building in over 
five years. 
The city purchased the building 
several months ago for $50,000. It 
formerly housed the Kirk Auto P arts 
store. 
The remodeling plans call for the 
large one-floor building to be turned 
into offices city employes and meeting 
rooms for City Council. 
The low bids for the renovation of the 


building were far below the architects 
estim ates. The city expected to pay 
nearly $200,000 for the remodeling 
work, but after bids were received it 
was evident the job could be done for 
$176,000. 
The low bidder for the general 
Contract work is the Bob Boyd Con­ 
struction Co., of Dayton for $116,861. 
The low bidder for electrical work is 
from 
Mike 
Maust 
Electric 
of 
Washington C.H. at $14,575. 
The plumbing work will be done by 
Midwestern 
Mechanical, 
Inc., 
of 
Columbus, which subm itted a low bid 
of $12,000. 
The heating, ventilating and air 
conditioning work will be handled by 
the Kirk Williams Co. of Grove City. 
The low bid was $33,000. 
Presently the city leases an office 
building at 208 N. Fayette St. There are 
no facilities for Council, 
planning 
commission or board of zoning appeals 
meetings in the office building and the 
meetings are held in the Carnegie 
Public Library. 
The city’s five-year lease on the 
Fayette Street building expired this 
month, but the lease was extended with 
a rental increase by Richard Willis, the 
owner of the building. 


The city had been paying $350 a 
month rent for most of the office space 
and $90 a month rent for the adjacent 
tax office. The rental fees have been 
increased to $400 and $100 a month 
respectively. 
The city acquired a $250,000 note to 
cover the purchase and renovation of 
the building earlier this year. It was 
hoped that the city could sell surplus 
land

Robinson Road, however the property 
sale has not been discussed in recent 
Council meetings. 
The contracts for remodeling the 
building are for 120 days meaning the 
city should be able to move its offices 
by March I.

After

consulting 
engineering firm of C.F. Bird and R.J. 
Bull, Ltd , studied the intricate bid 
proposals, it was discovered that the 
Columbus firm had subm itted the low 
bid on all six contracts. 
City 
Law 
Director 
Gary 
Smith 
agreed with the engineers’ findings 
that the Columbus firm had the lowest 
overall bid. 
Over the objections of an attorney for 
the Lim a firm, the ordinance awarding 
the contracts to the Columbus firm was 
placed on first reading. 
The total bid by the Columbus firm 
was slightly under $10,500,000 and 
slightly over the engineer’s original 
estim ates. 
This brings the total cost of the 
prelim inary 
construction

to 
approxim ately $12 million. The city will 
be charged 25 per cent or $3 million of 
that cost. 
The rem aining $9 million will be

The IO firefighters went back on the

Fayette 
County

signed

lease 
agreem ent Monday signaling the start 
of construction on a new office building 
which will house the county welfare 
departm ent and the county children’s 
services offices. 
The building, which is being con 
structed on old W Temple Street by the 
Burke 
Monument 
Co. and 
the 
McArthur Realty Co., will offer over 
6,000 square feet of office space when it 
is completed. 
The county welfare departm ent and 
children’s services offices presently 
share a eountyow ned building at 119 E. 
Market St. That building offered 3,700 
square feet of office space. 
The main reason for the change in 
buildings was inadequate office space, 
according to County Commissioner 
Laurence A. (Bucky) Dumford He said 
the county is obligated by the state to 


provide adequate office space to the 
welfare department 
“ We could either build or ren t,” 
Dumford said of the com m issioners’ 
decision to rent a portion of 50 by 120 
foot building after it is built 
Since the county is renting the office 
space, the state will reim burse the 
annual rental fee If the county had 
decided to build, state aid would have 
been limited and the county would have 
to pay the cost. 
The yearly rent of offices will cost the 
county $18,600. All but seven per cent of 
that cost will be reim bursed by the 
state. 
THE MCARTHUR Realty Co and the 
Burke Monument Co. submitted the 
lowest of four bids for construction of a 
new welfare site in August. Plans for 
the building were reviewed by the

City to state intent to buy 1.8-mile section 
Council endorses railroad restoration plan

Monday night endorsed a proposal 
from the Community Improvement 
Corporation (C IO to restore railroad 
service to the north 
side of the 
Washington C H 
Industrial Park by 
stating its intent to seek m atching 
federal funds to purchase 1.8 miles of 
idle track. 
Under 
the 
prelim inary 
proposal 
formulated with the Ohio Rail T ran­ 
sportation Authority, the city would 
apply for a federal grant to pay for 90 
per cent of the purchase price as well 
as a grant for 90 per cent of the initial 
refurbishing 
costs 
and operational 
expenses. 
The city would be jointly reim bursed 
for its outlay by the GIC and four plants 
in the Industrial Park affected by the 
loss of railroad service, according to a 
proposal subm itted at Monday night’s 
meeting by William Mathison, general 
m anager of the Cor Tee, Inc. plant and 
CIC railroad com m ittee chairm an. 
It is presently estim ated that the 


city’s share of the purchase of the 
tracks from the now defunct Penn 
Central Railroad Co. and the refur­ 
bishing costs would be $25,000 to 
$30,000. The funds would be supplied by 
the CIC. 
The Penn 
Central 
Railroad 
Co., 
which abandoned the tracks following 
the firm ’s bankruptcy action, has 
placed a $150,000 purchase price on the 
1.8-mile section of tracks which extend 
from Sycamore Street eastw ard to Ohio 
753-S. The purchase price would be 
subject to approval by the trustees of 
the Penn Central Transportation Co. 
and the board of directors of the 
Con Rail Co., which actually owns the 
line. 
Service 
over 
the 
tracks 
was 
discontinued under the reorganization 
of railroads under the U.S. Railway 
Association’s final system s plan in July 
1975. 
Six firm s in the Washington C H 
Industrial Park are situated along the 
now defunct Penn Central track and 
four of the companies would benefit 
from the possible restoration of ser­ 


vice. They are Cor Tee, Inc., the Bell 
Dor-Lite Co., Raven Industries, Inc , 
and the Calm ar Division plant. The two 
other firm s, which at present have no 
need of rail service, are Ja c k ’s Harness 
M anufacturing 
Co., 
and 
Thatcher 
Plastics Packaging Co. 
During the hearings on the possible 
discontinuation of rail service along the 
northern 
border 
of 
the 
200-acre 
Industrial 
Park, 
Raven, 
Thatcher. 
C alm ar and Cor Tec’s northern plant 
(form erly 
the 
Redman 
Industries 
plant) had not yet begun operations. 
Only Redman Industries and Bell Dor- 
Lite were in operation, and Redman 
was closed by a union strike. 
In 
the 
lease-subsidy 
proposal 
presented by Mathison, he said the CIC 
was only asking the city to “express an 
intent to ultim ately obtain title” to the 
track s.“ We don’t want a firm com­ 
mitm ent until it (the plan) has been 
completely analyzed,” he said. 
Nat Simons, executive director of the 
Ohio Rail Transportation Authority, 
said the City of Washington C H. would 
be eligible to apply for matching 


federal funds for the purchase. 
Only “a state or a political sub­ 
division thereof (such as a city)” is 
eligible for federal funding under the 
Regional Rail Reorganization Act of 
1973, according to Simons. 
City Council agreed to state its intent 
on seeking federal funding for the 
proposal. Six m em bers were in favor, 
with 
Council 
m em ber 
Richard 
P. 
Kimmet, an employe of the Detroit, 
Toledo and Ironton Railroad Co., ab­ 
staining from the vote due to a possible 
conflict of interest. 
“ It be hooves the City of Washington 
to write a letter of intent,” said Council 
Chairm an Mrs. Bertha M. McCullough, 
who serves on the CIC board of 
directors with fellow Council m em bers 
Jam es F. Ward and Joseph O’Brien. 
“ It’s not going to cost the city any 
m oney,” O’Brien added. 
George A. Malek. executive vice 
president of the Washington C H. Area 
Cham ber of Commerce, said the four 
plants to be served by railroad line 
currently employ some 600 persons and 
that they have the potential to more 


than double that num ber of employes 
“ While restoration of rail service is 
no guarantee that they will expand, it 
greatly 
enhances 
this 
possibility,” 
Malek said. "There can be question 
that 
expansion 
becomes 
more a t­ 
tractive 
as 
operating 
costs 
are 
reduced,” he added. 
Expansion projects are currently 
under way in several of the plants 
“ I think this Council 
should do 
everything humanly possible, within 
reason, to assist the Industrial P ark ,” 
said Jack Balahtsis, who was seated as

Monday 
Balahtsis is president of Jack ’s H ar­ 
ness 
M anufacturing

Industrial Park. 
Under the current plans, the main 
tenance and operational costs for four 
years could also be subsidized in 
declining amounts.

Numerous 
alternatives 
for 
the 
restoration of railroad service on the 


north side of the Industrial Park have 
been explored by the CIC since 1975. 
The first effort was to entice the 
Chessie System, which has adjacent 
trackage, to purchase, renovate and 
serve the 1.8 miles of former Penn 
Central track 
Since the Chessie System operates 
track on the south side, the firm 
reportedly had no interest in the plan 
Ixical officials said 
the 
Detroit, 
Toledo and Ironton Railroad Co. would 
not consider an outright purchase 
The DT&I does not have adjacent 
track, and the firm would require over­ 
track rights on a segment of Chessie 
System track. Chessie System officials

Vance in Brazil 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) — 
Secretary of State Cyrus R. Vance flew 
to Brazil today after reporting “good 
progress” with the Argentine govern­ 
ment on nuclear issues but without 
achieving m ajor success in the field of 
human rights. 
“ I think we made good progress in 
nuclear m atters," Vance said in a 
departure statem ent. "... “ In the field 
of human rights, we had a farreaching 
exchange of views. We were pleased to 
see that Argentina agreed to endorse 
the declaration of human rights.”

mented: 
“The campaign for improvement of 
human rights is a process of chipping 


away little by little. Progress here is 
just not all at once.” 
Argentina was the first stop on the 
secretary’s first visit to South America. 
After conferring with Brazilian leaders 
in Brasilia today, he winds up his four- 
day tour Wednesday with a visit to 
Venezuela. 
Vance told reporters human rights 
occupied “two-thirds of our tim e” 
during his meetings with President 
Jorge Videla and other top officials.

Solons seeking to improve revenue 
City Council rejects motion 
for sale of city parking lot 


Despite contentions that Municipal 
Parking Lot No. 2 "is a loser” the 
Washington C.H. City Council voted 
down a motion 
Wednesday to in­ 
vestigate the sale of the property at the 
intersection of Main and East streets. 
Instead Council unanimously passed 
a motion to investigate ways to im ­ 
prove revenue on that lot. 
Discussion on the municipal parking 
lot surfaced when a note renewal or­ 
dinance was introduced at Wednesday 
night’s 
meeting. 
The 
ordinance 
provides for a payment of $18,600 on 
Jan. 6 with the renewal amount being 
$55,800. 
The ordinance was 
declared 
an 
emergency and placed on first reading 
at the Council meeting by a 6-1 vote. 
Council m em ber John Morris cast the 
lone negative vote. 
"I have serious reservations on lot 
No. 2—ifs still a loser,” Morris told 
Council after the ordinance was voted 
on. “I know we have to pay the note, but 
I think we should look into selling the 
property.” 
Council m em ber Richard Kimmet 
agreed with Morris and the motion was 
made to investigate selling the lot. Only 
Kimmet and Morris voted yes as the 
motion failed 2-5. 
"The parking lot is essential to 
downtown 
businesses,” 
Council 
m em ber Jam es Ward said. 
“ If 
you 
want 
to 
m aintain 
the 
downtown area as an entity, we should 
develop 
the 
off-street 
parking,” 
Council m em ber Billie Wilson said. 
Morris still urged that some action be 
taken because the parking lot has lost 
money every year. 
George 
Malek, 
executive 
vice 
president 
of the 
Washington 
CH. 
Chamber of Commerce, proposed that 
the city rent spaces on the lot on a 
monthly basis. He said employes of 
downtown businesses might 
be in­ 
terested in renting spaces, and em ­ 
ployers would probably accept such a 
plan, because it would open up parking 
spaces near or in front of businesses for 
patrons. 
Council appeared to support M alek’s 
suggestion and a motion was made to 
investigate ways to improve revenue 
on the parking lot. It passed by a 7-0 
vote. 
Council discussed and took some 
action on a number of items Wed­ 
nesday night.

Council m em ber Kimmet urged the 
city to quickly m ake an appointment to 
the local Civil Service Commission to 
replace William Ward who recently 
resigned his position.

A question of conflict 


Sen. Charles H. Percy of Illinois no 
doubt is to be commended for being 
the first to comply with new Senate 
requirem ents for disclosure of net 
worth. His initiative is less worthy of 
comment in itself, however, than for 
the light it sheds on potential con­ 
flicts of interest in Congress. 
M embers of the Senate tend to be 
severe about such conflicts as they 
affect presidential appointees. They 
admonish such appointees about 
placing conspicuous holdings into 
blind 
trusts, 
and 
otherwise 
in­ 
sulating themselves against tem p­ 
tation. Variations are often played 
on the them e that C aesar’s wife 
must be above suspicion. Yet the 
fact is that numerous m em bers of 
both Houses have outside interests 


and financial holdings which pose 
evident conflicts. 
We have no wish to single out 
Senator Percy; he deserves credit 
for being in the vanguard of private 
assets disclosure, and was a strong 
supporter of legislation providing 
for this. It is just that the in­ 
formation he offers is at hand for 
illustrative purposes. 


In this spirit, and without judging 
whether conflicts of interest may be 
involved, we note these items from 
the Percy report: he and his wife 
own stock worth from a quarter of 
a million to half a million dollars in a 
machine 
tool 
company, 
Sullair 
Corp., and a sim ilar amount of stock 
in Envirotech Corp.; in all, he lists 


holdings in more than 60 banks and 
business firms. 
Percy is better off than many of 
his colleagues, but men of sub­ 
stantial wealth are not rare in 
Congress. 
Many 
not only 
have 
substantial corporate interests, but 
also continue to be active in business 
or professions. 
Sometimes these outside interests 
and activities are in conflict with 
legislative 
responsibilities. 
Dis­ 
closure of assets gives the voters 
some basis for judgment in such 
m atters, but this alone does not 
suffice 
to 
neutralize 
potential 
conflicts of interest. It is an open 
question 
whether 
divestiture 
or 
some arrangem nent such as a blind 
trust should not also be required.

You could spot that frame-up 
from the Jersey Turnpike, bul due to 
the intricacies of our federal system 
the justices could not overturn the 
Alabama 
decision 
without 
a 
con­ 
stitutional rationale. 
The only weapon in the Court’s a r­ 
senal thus became freedom of speech 
and press and, In make a long story 
short, these guarantees of the First and 
141 h Amendments were modified to gut 
the law of libel in its application to 
‘public 
figures.” The gist of the 
holding was that when an individual 
decided lo go public by running for 
office, holding office or, for 
that 
m atter, being a syndicated columnist, 
he or she forfeited the protection of 
libel laws. 
To be specific, if someone called me a 
Communist in 1954, it was libelous per 
se unless true and I could sue for 
dam ages However, in 1965 not only 
could I be called a Communist with 
impunity, 
bul 
so 
could 
President 
Dwight Eisenhower! And he was. 
The Supreme Court did leave one 
escape hatch. If a public figure could 
dem onstrate malice, he could have a go 
at his attacker A good definition of 
malice, taken from an old case, is: “A 
condition of the mind showing a heart 
regardless of social duty and fatally 
bent on mischief.” To revert to my 
example, if al the lim e I called a 
senator a horsethief, wife-beater and 
barrator, I knew the charges to be 
false, but figured they would shake his 
reputation, my action was malicious, I 
was ‘‘fatally bent on mischief.” 
This brings us to the problem of 
evidence. 
How 
could 
the 
senator 
dem onstrate to a court my malicious 
intent? To start at the simple end, 
perhaps I wrote a letter to a friend 
delighting in this caper, concluding 
‘‘won t he have fun explaining to his 
constituents that ‘b arratry ’ is not a 
sexual m alpractice?” This would be 
pretty solid evidence of my state of 
mind, as would the testimony of half a 
dozen disinterested witnesses that I 
had tossed off a few and told them 
‘‘whether it’s true or false, it will keep 
him busy.” 
Or, to take the ideal, perhaps I 
dropped in to regale some politician 
with my mischievous ploy, and he had a 
“ recording capability” which left the 
whole scenario on tape. There might bo 
evidential questions here regarding 
admissibility, bul they can be ducked. 
The point is, to one degree or another, 
malice has been demonstrated by 
external indices of a state of mind. 


Now even this flimsy defense against 
defamation has been undermined by a 
majority of the U.S. Court of Appeals, 
Second Circuit. The facts briefly are 
that Ut. Col. Anthony Herbert sued CBS 
for libel on the ground that a ”60 
Minutes" program in 1973 libelled him 
by casting doubt on his charges that the 
Army covered up Vietnam atrocities. 
His counsel demanded an extensive 
inquiry by launched into the thoughts 
and opinions of the show’s producer, 
arguing that the latter had maliciously 
twisted the m aterial. Unless this could 
be dem onstrated, Ll. Col. Herbert was, 
as a public figure, fair game. A lower 
court agreed. 


Judge Irving Kaufman reversed the 
decision, holding any inquiry into the 
motives of journalists struck “to the 
heart of the vital human component of 
the editorial process.” Faced with such 
an “ inquisition,” Kaufman continued. 
‘‘reporters and journalists would be 
reluctant 
to express their 
doubts 
Indeed, they would be chilled in the 
very process of thought.” 


Worse knowing they might have to 
justify their thoughts in court, s p o i­ 
lers and editors ‘‘would often 
be 
discouraged and dissuaded from the 
creative verbal testing, probing, and 
discussion of hypotheses and alter­ 
natives which are the sine qua non of 
responsible 
journalism .” 
Whether 
Herbert has a case against CBS is thus 
untestable, a proposition that makes 
the rule of malice simply a Catch-22, a 
logical cul-de-sac. If the Supreme Court 
accepts this weird formulation, public 
figures will be utterly defenseless. 


Business mirror 
Drama unfolding

NEW YORK (AP) - Apparently it 
doesn’t take much to lift the spirits of 
Americans, who the opinion research 
people say have been depressed and 
shaken 
by 
the condition 
of their 
national economy. 
When in that mood, it has been 
argued, people don’t take chances, they 
don’t spend money, they don’t make 
plans 
And because they don’t the 
economy 
drops 
deeper 
and 
they 
become m ore depressed. 
It is then that the federal government 
tries to play doctor, devising intricate 
plans that finally get under way 12 
months later, by which tim e the poor 
consum er 
might 
already 
have 
m anaged to drag him self to an upright 
position. 
But a dram a has unfolded in recent 
days, and the moral of it seems to be 
that if Washington got its house in order 
there would be released a burst of 
confidence and energy of the kind that 
built the country. 
It begins with reports from the people 
who 
claim 
to 
m easure 
consumer 
confidence. People aren ’t very happy 
about current conditions or future 
prospects, they have been saying. 
People are apprehensive. 
One of the surveys, released Nov. 17 
by Citicorp, declared that “faith in the 
future of the economy has hit the lowest 
point of the y ear.” Forty-six percent of 


respondents, it said, felt business would 
worsen. 
Checking further, one sees that the 
random sampling of 1,404 adults took 
place in September. To say, therefore, 
that people feel the sam e in mid- 
November as they did in September is 
to m ake an undocumented assumption. 
But one company, Sindlinger & Co., 
conducts its surveys on a daily basis, 
by telephone, seven days a week out. It 
could provide more recent data, and it 
did. It confirmed the depressing news. 
In 
fact, 
said 
Albert 
Sindlinger, 
chairm an of the research firm, data to 
November 9 indicated so depressing a 
situation that he felt a recession would 
begin by the end of the year, and that 
stocks would fall in 1978. 
And then the news out of Washington 
hit the consumers and the consum ers’ 
attitudes hit the computers. 
President C arter and Arthur Burns, 
the Federal Reserve Board chairm an, 
announced to the nation that they really 
were in agreem ent, despite having 
been caught fighting both publicly and 
privately.

No access granted city board 


to property off S. Elm Street

Monday night, told the board m em bers 
the project’s developer did not want to 
sell the right of way. 
Nestor had been instructed by the 
board at its last regular meeting Nov. 7 
to meet with the land developer, 
Donald P. Woods and Washington C.H. 
City 
M anager 
George 
Shapter 
to 
discuss the possibility of obtaining 
access 
to 
the 
new 
street. 
The 
development plans for Commercial 
Avenue, which is located between 
McDonald’s 
R estaurant 
and 
Washington Square Shopping Center, 
show it dead end before it reaches the 
school board-owned property. 
Nestor said he met with Woods Nov. 8 
and the developer said his project has 
been delayed because of the question of 
access to the school property. Woods 
reportedly 
pointed 
out 
to 
the 
superintendent that the board already 
has access off Glenn Avenue and from 
the Willard Street-Carolyn Road area. 
In essence, Nestor told the board 
m em bers, Woods was asking the board 
not to press the issue. 
Board President Robert N. Highfield 
said, “The county engineer told me the 
platt has already been approved and if 
it’s not acted on (by the City Planning 
Commission) 
within 
30 
days, 
it 
autom atically is accepted.” 
Without any further course of action, 
the board must take a “wait and see” 
attitude. Nestor said there is nothing 


else the board can do. 
The 
superintendent’s 
report 
on 
community mental health 
services 
focused on the Edgewood Center in 
Greenfield, a recently opened clinic 
connected with the Scioto-Paint Valley 
Mental Health Center. 
The Edgewood Center is designed as 
a resident or live-in clinic dealing with 
behavioral learning disorders. 
The 
center is currently operating out of a 
house and rennovation is expected to be 
completed som etime next April. At that 
tim e the center would be capable of 
housing 12 to 15 resident students. 
Until that time, students must be 
transported to and from the center.

Many of you will be tempted to stuff 
that turkey today so you won’t have to 
fool with it Thanksgiving morning- 
DON’T. The dressing does not become 
completely chilled throughout when it 
is refrigerated inside the turkey cavity, 
thus we have a danger of spoilage Do

combine

ingredients of the dressing and stuff the 
turkey cavity until you are ready to 
roast the bird. 
The U.S. Department of Agriculture 
also warns strongly against roasting 
your turkey in the oven all night at a 
low tem perature. This practice allows 
the bird to rem ain at a dangerous 
tem perature 
for 
too 
many 
hours. 
Bacteria grow rapidly 
between 
40 
degrees 120 degrees Fahrenheit Keep 
your family safe. Allow time in the 
morning to cook your turkey at the 
regular tem perature. Research has 
shown that the best roasting tem ­ 
perature to use for poultry is 325 
degrees. 
You’ll need about 
cup stuffing for 
each pound of ready to cook poultry.

roasting period, cover the breast and 
drunstick lightly with aluminum foil or 
moisten a thin cloth with fat and place 
it over the breast and legs to prevent 
overbrowning. 
OR, if turkey is not too heavy to 
handle, it can be roasted breast-down 
for the first half of roasting time If not 
stuffed, I put a stick of butter inside the 
cavity to self baste the breast. Insert 
therm om eter after turkey is turned 
breast-side 
up. 
This 
breast 
down 
methods results in juicier white meat. 
Test for doneness-At the half or two- 
thirds point of roasting, cut the string 
or skin to release the bird’s legs. The 
m eat is done when the tem perature 
reaches 130 degrees to 185 degrees 
Also check the stuffing tem perature, 
this should be at least 165 degrees. 
A second way to test for doneness is 
to press the fleshy part of the drum ­ 
stick with protected fingers. When done 
the meal will feel soft, the drumstick 
will move easily, and the leg joint will 
give readily. 
Plan your schedule so that the turkey 
is out of the oven 20 to 30 minutes before 
serving. It’s much easier to carve. 
Do not leave stuffing inside the 
turkey. Bacteria, which causes food 
spoilage, loves warm cozy places. 
Immediately after the feast, put the 
turkey, 
gravy, 
dressing, 
etc., 
in 
shallow containers and refrigerate 
Freeze 
immediately 
in 
one-meal

'Cash flow' problem 
studied by officials

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) 
The state 
of Ohio’s general fund was $67.2 million 
in the red at the close of business Oct. 
31, but state officials have a useful tool 
to deal with the paper shortage 
The villian is "cash flow," or rather 
lack of it, a condition that strikes the 
state during the closing months of a 
calendar year when expenses are up. 
and tax revenue is down. 
“ My hair gets gray in winter time,” 
said 
budget 
Director 
William 
W 
Wilkins, as he outlined the problem 
Wilkins 
expects 
expenditures 
to 
continue to outpace revenue until April 
when 
money 
from 
the 
corporate 
franchise tax on big business will be 
rolling in. The state has shown a paper 
deficit for four consecutive months. 
In the meantime, Wilkins is relying 
on the total operating fund, a pool 
concept introduced in the previous 
biennium 
“ What we’re talking about here is the 
general fund balance,” Wilkins says of 
the apparent deficit. “ The state of Ohio 
has other funds on the books. The 
revenue from these other funds are 
used to alleviate problems experienced 
in the general fund ” 
In other words, the state borrows 
from 
itself 
to 
meet 
day-to-day 
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obligations, when sales, income and 
corporate franchise taxes 
do 
not 
produce enough dollars to pay the 
freight. 
The main sources tapped are the 
liquor and lottery funds and parts of the 
transportation fund 
money that is 
not earmarked for a specific purpose 
"Federal 
welfare 
receipts 
are 
continuing to be the main sources of 
shortfall in receipts as they were $5 
million short for the month, bringing 
the total shortage for the year up to 
$18 7 million,” the Legislative Budget 
Office reports 
The net deficit for the state during 
the four-month-old fiscal year is only 
$11 million, according to Wilkins 
The 
Department 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare is paying Ohio 
less for Aid to Dependent Children and 
other welfare accounts because the 
state is paying less, due to lower 
caseloads and other factors. Lower 
state payments attract fewer federal 
dollars 
Most other revenue sources, in 
eluding personal income taxes and 
sales taxes, are flowing in at levels 
close to original estimates, the budget

By JA Y SHARBUTT 
AP Television Writer 
LOS ANGELES (AP) — Another 
season of Jacques Cousteau’s un­ 
derwater specials always is good news. 
The good news, a series called “ The 
Cousteau Odyssey,” starts on public 
TV tonight in most cities. 
His one-hour premiere show 
— 
there’ll be three more this season — 
concerns a World War I controversy: 
the sinking in 1916 of a British hospital 
ship, the Britannic, in the Agean Sea 
near Greece 
No wounded were aboard at the time, 
although the Britannic, sister ship of 
the Titanic, carried 1,136 persons — 
nurses, doctors and the crew. For­ 
tunately, all but. 30 survived the 
sinking 
Cousteau & Co. set out in this well- 
photographed show to explore the 
sunken ship and such questions as: 
—Was the Britannic sunk by a 
German torpedo or a mine? 
—Was it, in violation of the rules of 
war, carrying either war material or 
fresh troops headed for combat? 
—Why did the huge ship, supposedly 
made sturdier after the Titanic’s fatal 
pause to take on ice, sink so quickly? 
The show 
opens with 
Cousteau 
chatting about the sinking with eight 
elderly survivors, all but one convinced 
the ship was torpedoed. 
Then the deep-dive research gets 
under way. As with many Cousteau 
specials, there s an almost-obligatory 
moment of mild tension. 
Seems the crew of his ship, the 
Calypso, even though aided by sonar,

Two agencies eye fee-gouging attorneys

WASHINGTON — Over three cen­ 
turies 
ago 
William 
Shakespeare 
recognized the public’s exasperation 
with lawyers A revolutionary leader in 
one of his plays advised his followers: 
‘‘The first thing we do, let ’s kill all the 
law yers.” 
While no one today is suggesting such 
radical remedies, the Justice D epart­ 
ment and Federal Trade Commission 
are joining forces against fee gouging 
among America’s 433,000 mouthpieces 
Despite a recent 
Supreme Court 
ruling that lawyers may advertise their 
services and prices, most real com­ 
petition is still being stifled by outdated 
strictures 
of 
self-serving 
bar 
associations The federal government 
has already hauled the American Bar 
Association into court on charges of 


illegally restraining its m em bers from 
advertising. 
Now FTC and Justice Department 
investigators 
arc 
quietly 
studying 
whether there has been a massive 
conspiracy to 
prevent 
enterprising 
law yers from selling their services in 
the m arketplace like other ordinary 
businessmen 
The investigators are also looking 
into charges that some greedy lawyers 
are putting the squeeze on prepaid 
legal insurance plans. These plans 
protect 
their 
subscribers 
from 
catastrophic legal bills by offering all 
legal services for a set fee But lawyers 
who work with the prepaid groups 
allegedly have been harassed and 
pressured by high-powered attorneys 
and legal groups that want to preseve 
their own inflated fees. 


Top Justice Department officials are 
concerned that the ballooning cost of 
litigation has risen beyond the grasp of 
lower-and middle-class families They 
want to abolish regulations that force 
people to hire a lawyer for simple, 
routine m atters such as a title search 
The 
unprecedented 
scrutiny 
of 
lawyers is the first step in a m ajor new 
effort by Justice and FTC investigators 
to focus the antitrust spotlight on once- 
sacred 
businesses.

Will purchases continue? 


Russian grain buys eyed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - One of the 
big questions on the minds of farm ers 
and many others today is whether the 
Soviet Union will continue buying U.S. 
grain as it did last week or whether it 
may be nearing the end of its current 
round of purchases 
A week ago the Soviets kicked off the 
first new round of purchases since Sept. 
19. By the end of business Friday the 
Agriculture Department reported that 
about 1.6 million m etric tons of U.S. 
wheat and corn had been sold for 
delivery through next Sept 30. 
The purchases disclosed last week 
raised to about 4 million tons sold to the 
Soviet Union for delivery in 1977-78, the 
second year of a five-year pact com­ 
mitting it to buy a minimum of six 
million tons annually. 
In the first year of the agreement 
which ended last Sept. 30, the Soviets 
bought about the minimum amount, six 
million tons. A m etric ton is 2,205 
pounds and is equal to 36.7 bushels of 
wheat or 39.4 bushels of corn. 
The agreement also lets the Soviet 
Union buy up to eight million tons of 
wheat 
and 
corn 
annually 
without 
further consultation with the United 
States. However, earlier this fall, U.S. 
officials informed the Soviets that up to 
15 million tons could be sold in 1977-78 
without further talks 
Although department officials say 
they cannot be certain, there is a strong 
feeling that the full amount will be 
bought by the Soviet Union to help 
maintain its grain inventories in the 
wake of a sm aller harvest than had 
been 
anticipated by 
U.S. 
experts 
Probably, they say, purchases will 
include 10 million tons of corn and five 
million of wheat 
The agreement also calls upon the 
Soviet Union to space the grain pur­ 
chases as evenly as possible through 
each year of the pact in order to avoid 
triggering 
U.S. 
market 
problems 
resulting from huge buying at any one 
time. 
Since the Soviet Union, counting 


earlier purchases, has bought around 
one-fourth of the full 15 million tons 
U.S. officials have indicated they may 
buy, the balance may be delayed until 
later 
One theory to support this possibility 
is that the Soviets may decide to wait 
until more is learned about 1978 U.S. 
grain production, including how far­ 
m ers may participate in programs in 
the works to curb wheat and corn 
plantings next year. 
On the other hand, some authorities 
believe the Soviets already have made 
arrangem ents through foreign 
sub­ 
sidiaries of private companies doing 
business in the United States for the 
entire 15 million tons and now are only 


concerned 
about 
scheduling 
those 
deliveries through next Sept 30. 


Since the U.S. stockpile of wheat and 
corn is so huge — the most since the 
early 1960s — there is no alarm in 
dicated that the Soviet sales will en­ 
danger domestic supplies or trigger 
unexpected rises in U.S. consumer food 
prices. 


Another factor involves China and 
whether it may turn to the United 
States for wheat after ignoring the U.S. 
supply 
since 
1974-75. 
Rumors 
cir­ 
culated last week that China already 
has bought some U.S. wheat, but 
departm ent officials said they had no 
evidence to confirm any sales. 


Bitter cold grips Plains

Bitter cold gripped the northern 
Plains today and a storm dumped up to 
eight inches of new snow on southern 
Idaho and 
southwestern 
Wyoming, 
where as much as 18 inches of snow fell 
in a record-breaking autumn blizzard 
over the weekend. 
The latest storm battered Utah on 
Monday with winds gusting to 100 mph, 
damaging houses and closing roads 
with blowing snow. Little new snow was 
reported in that state. 
As well as continued heavy snow 
warnings for parts of 
Idaho 
and 
Wyoming, travelers’ advisories were 
posted for portions of Oregon, the 
northern California mountains, nor­ 
thern Nevada and northwestern Utah. 
Tem peratures dipped as low as 13 
degrees below zero early today in 
Montana. 
The storm also brought some relief to 
drought-stricken northern California, 
dumping up to 6'-» inches of rain in 
Marin County. However, officials said 
the area would need nine more such 
storm s to end the drought. 
The weekend storm was evident only 
in a gale over Lake Superior, northern 


Lake Michigan and Lake Huron. Eight 
fool waves were expected along the 
eastern side of Lake Michigan, which 
braced for lowland flooding and beach 
erosion. 
Early morning showers continued in 
a band from eastern New England 
across 
Virginia 
and 
the 
southern 
Appalachians, over the central Gulf 
Coast into the northwestern Gulf of 
Mexico as well 
as over southern 
Florida. 
Early morning tem peratures around 
the nation ranged from 13 degrees 
below zero at Havre, Mont., to 76 at Key 
West and West Palm Beach. Fla. 


The national 
forecast 
called for 
widespread snow over the central and 
northern plateau region through the 
northern Rockies. Rain was predicted 
for the central and northern Pacific 
Coast with snow in higher elevations. A 
few 
snow 
showers 
will 
dot 
the 
northern Plains and upper Mississippi 
Valley 
Rain 
showers 
were 
forecast 
to 
scatter over the middle and southern 
Atlantic Coast states, the Gulf states 
and the Tennessee and Ohio valleys. 
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The two agencies have cast wary 
eyes on a possile conspiracy in the 
pharm aceutical industry to maintain 
high prices on certain drugs. The FTC 
is already probing anti-competitive 
practices in the automobile, insurance, 
oil and chemical industries, and among 
doctors 
The Justice Departm ent, meanwhile, 
is taking a hard look at monopolictic 
practices among the giant corporations 
that dom inate the fields of energy, 
com puters, and communications. 
The 
effort, 
ironically, 
is 
being 
spearheaded by Shenefield, who is 
trying to shed his im age as a pro­ 
industry lawyer and don the arm or of 
an antitrust crusader. As a private 
lawyer, 
Shenefield represented the 
American Bar Association in its battle 
to m aintain restrictions on legal ad­ 
vertising. 
But 
one colleague 
told 
us 
that 
Shenefield 
is 
now 
determined 
to 
become 
“the Wally Hickel of the 
Justice D epartm ent.” Hickel was a 
corporate executive who became an 
aggressive pro-environment 
Interior 
Secretary. 
Senate Slap: Washington’s arm chair 
analysts are buzzing over the Senate 
slap at Marion Edey, whom President 
C arter wanted as an environmental 
advisor. 
He nominated her to the White House 
Council on Environmental Quality; she 
was 
turned 
down 
by 
the 
Senate 
Environment 
and 
Public 
Works 
Committee. 
But contrary to the prevailing gossip, 
the slap was not really aimed at the 
president. 
Nor is the official 
ex­ 
planation entirely true that she was 
rejected 
because 
the 
senators 
distrusted her environmental views. 
She was slapped down because she 
had the tem erity last year to rate 
senators on environmental issues. As 
chairwom an of the League of Con­ 
servation Voters, she was responsible 
for the ratings. Too many committee 
m em bers rem em bered how she had 
rated them when it cam e their turn this 
month to vote on her nomination. 
Chairm an Jennings Randolph D.-W. 
Va., for example, received a dismal 
rating of 39 out of a possible 100. He 
gave her an equally negative vote. Sen. 
Jam es McClure, R.-Idaho, got only a 
pathetic “three” rating from Edey’s 


group. This was enough to m ake him 
one of her more ardent detractors. 
Other senators, who voted against 
her, also got low ratings. Sen. Peter 
Domenici, R.-N.M , received an 11; 
Sen. Howard Baker, R.-Tenn., a 26; 
Sen. Mike Gravel, D.-Alaska, a 41 Sen. 
Quentin Burdick, D. N.D., a 50. 
The 
most 
influential 
en­ 
vironmentalist on the committee, Sen 
Edmund Muskie, D.-Main., also voted 
against Edey although he received a 
favorable 67 rating. But Edey’s group 
gave Jim m y C arter a more favorable 
environmental 
profile than 
Muskie 
during 
last 
year’s 
presidential 
struggle. 


This reportedly offended Muskie’s 
powerful staff aide, Leon Billings, who 
was asked by a lobbyist whether he 
intended to oppose Edey. 
“ You’re 
damn right!” responded Billings. He 
didn’t return our calls when we a t­ 
tempted to get his version of the in­ 
cident . 
The 
com m ittee’s 
resounding 
rejection of Edey would normally end 
her career as a White House adviser. 
But President C arter hasn’t given up. 
He has made personal calls on her 
behalf to several senators, including 
Chairman Randolph. C arter’s peanut 
brigade is also lobbying behind the 
scenes to salvage her nomination.
